Self-Reliance The Real Thing 


The stock market suddenly shooting up without notice or 
expectation; interest rates falling to somewhere around 13 
percent; annual inflation reportedly being held to around 
sevén percent -- and yet we don't hear any shouts coming 
out of the black community. : 

Why? ; : 

Well, maybe blacks, weary of the politica! promises and 
expert opinions on a robust economy, no longer give a 
listen to that kind of news anymore. Maybe blacks know 
about some forecasters who are more accurate and-_mor 
for real than what's coming out of our nation’s capital and 
Wall Street. 

Just getting winter's utility bills paid up, waiting and 
hoping to somehow escape a layoff notice, facing some of 
the most trying and unpredictable times of recent years, 
blacks aren't quick to pass on wishful thinking to them- 
selves or their neighbors. No one is talking about a jobs 
program in Washington or New York that’s going to put 
blacks back to work, which is the most pressing concern to 
blacks at this time. 

Even our black elected officials are simply trying to 
maneuver and hold off uncaring and insensitive legislators 
from doing even more damage than they already have in 


voting for sweeping policy changes that have wreaked. 


havoc onthe dreams of milllons of blacks. And these same 
legislators wonder why blacks don’t vote? 
For the immediate future, blacks’ main hopes lie in the 
_ understanding that worse times have been faced and over- 
come. However, it doesn't help when we notice the inability 
of black elected officials and other black leaders to spend 
more of their time on creative solutions to get blacks 
beyond these trying times. Going off on concerns outside 
the black community isn’t very endearing to someone who 
made it possible for you to get there, hopefully to work in 
their behalf.

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Prosecutor's Office Says Jackson Linked To “G randview Rapist” Cases 


(Continued trom Page 1A) 
allegedly breaking into\a 
Northside apartment, police 
had not released data or indi- 
cated one way or the other if 
the so-called ‘'Grandview 
rapist” was a black man. 

Aithough the county pro- 
secutor was quoted as saying 
that the office is not conduct- 
ing a “witch hunt” in the probe 
that has linked Jackson to the 
rapes, telephone calls to The 
CALL & POST for the past sev- 
eral days have inquired why 
suddenly Dr. Jackson is the 
target in rape cases dating 
back to the mid 1970s. 

In a search warrant made 
public Monday by the Franklin 
County Municipal Court, a 
Columbus police officer was 


quoted as saying that a flash- 


light was found under a bed in 
the bedroom of two women 
who claim to be residents of 
the apartment alleged to have 
been broken into by Dr. 
Jackson. 

Officer John Holzapfel, who 
performed the search on Sept. 
7, said: “No one was inthe resi- 


_Gence at the time. Emily 


Shaffer and Ellen Bernhard 
appeared and while the women 
-were looking through the resi- 
dence to determine if anything 
was missing, they observed a 
black ski mask under the 
couch.” 

Officer Holzapfel said he 
then checked the ski mask and 
found it contained three pieces 
of rope with a knot in each end. 
He said a flashlight was found 
under a bed in the bedroom. 


Police claim assaults by the so- 
called ‘Grandview rapist"”’ 
included use of a rope with 
knots in each end. 

Holzapfel said Shaffer and 
Bernhard told him the items 


did not belong to them, and~ 


that they had never seen them 
before. The two women fufthes 
toid the officer that Jackson 
did not have any reason to be in 
their residence, and’ that he 
had not been invited, accord- 
ing to the court records.

Of the voting 
age population, 48 percent is 
black. 

Working in Clark's favor, in 
addition to that of the black 
population in the district; was 
his strong legislature expe- 
rience.

Eastside Advisory Council 
members are stunned .and 
angry over the news that the 
CMACAO Eastside Center, 881 
Mt. Vernon Ave.; will close 
soon and upset over the 
methods used in closing the 
center. 

Curtis Brooks, executive 
director of CMACAO, met with 
10 members of the Eastside 
Advisory Council! recently and 
informed council members 
and staff that the center would 
be closed'Sept. 30. 

Brooks said he would take 
the responsibility for making 
the final decision to close the 
center. Funds not available, 
evaluation reports of client 
walk-ins and census tract 
information were some of the 
reasons given. 

Brooks said the Eastside 
Center was selected because 
of statistical data which indi-. 
cated that there was less client 
traffic through that center than 
through any of the other cen- 
ters located within Columbus. 

However, Marian Saunders, 
director of the Eastside Center 

and Daisy Flowers, ESAC advi- 
sory president, feel that clos- 
ing the center was not the best 
route to take. 

“They closed the center 
based on atatistical data," 
Saunders said. “We do service 
to people all the way to the’ 
county line.” 

Saunders also said that the 
center is surrounded by high 
rises and there is a definite 
need for service to senior citi-” 
zens in that area. 

“lam saddened to think that 
this area will be without 
representation,” she said. 

According to Flowers, the 
seven centers have been meet-

tees comprised of the advisory-
